It has ex- 
cellent flayor and uniform color, 
and is well made and smooth, 
with a waxy texture. 


When honey is shipped from 
one province to another, it must 
be classified as to color and 
graded—No. 1, No. 2, No. 3 or 
Sub-Standard, in order of qual- 
ity. A great deal of honey sold 
within the province where it is 
produced is also graded. Color 
does not affect the grade but it 
is an indication of flavor. Gen 
grally darker honey has a 
ptronger flavor.
